days And it is because of these gains that it would be most unwise to 
completely blot out the past, even if we could. 

Iiven the mistakes, the errors, the foolishness, the sins of the past 
should not be forgotten; they, too, have their value, They are the sign- 
posts along the road of the present, stretching on into the future, to warn us 
of dangers, to point out what to avoid. 

But the past and its experiences, insofar as they resulted in discourage- 
ments and disappointments, weakening our wills, breaking our courage, les- 
sening our initiative and energies, should be relegated to the limbo of the 
forgotten They have no value, and constitute nothing but hampering drags 
now and throughout the days and years to come. They may well be wholly 
erased from our memories; left to the past to be forever buried by and in it. 

And the present? It is our only opportunity. We may have a future, 
and we may not; no one can tell But we have the present; it is now ours 
to use or abuse And we have the past to guide us in the manner and

Germany has been the principal orig-| 
inator in the past. |

dustries have sprung up in the Old 


| Country, and so far as dyes and al- 


loys are concerned, the manufacture 
is now predominatingly British, while 
silks and other products are being 
manufactured in Britain in ever-in- 
creasing volume. At a time when 
business is supposed to be going to 
the bow-wows, surely this is a prom- 
ising sign.
